New York, June 1.—[Special.J—Suit for

Miss Quinn, in her complaint, alleges that 
her friendship with the scholar-writer-critic 
began in June, 1900, when she was employed 
by the Commercial Advertiser of this city, 
and continued until Feb. 3 last, when she 
heard for the first time of hie marriage to 
Miss du Bois. 


Tells of Alleged Proposal. 

In the same document Miss Quinn asserts, 
through her lawyer, Daniel O'Reilly, that in 
September, 1908 -the month in which his first 
wife divorced him—Prof. Peck proposed mar- 
riage to her and that she accepted him. The 
Columbia professor is 54 years old. Miss 
Quinn is much his junior. Through his at- 
torneys, Tappan & Bennett, Peck has entered 
a general denial of the charges. 

The young woman, after severing her con- 
nection with the Commercial Advertiser, re- 
tired to live in a New England city, and 
against whose character and manner of liv- 
ing, Lawyer Reilly asserts, no possible as- 
persion may be cast. He will offer in evidence 
on the trial of her cause more than a hun- 
dred letters written to her, she affirms, by 
the famous litterateur. 


Letters Cover Nine Years. 

It is a remarkable collection of letters with 
dates running from 1000 to 1900, crowded with 
tender phrases, many of them filled with 
expressions of adoration, dec lg 


ment. A few bear in full a signature 
“Harry Thurston Peck,” one is signed 
Thurston, many Harry,“ and some sim- 
ply “H."’-These signatures are preceded 
by * Affectionately,” ‘“ Lovingly,” ‘ Your 
very own,” Always and always.”’ 

* Lovingly and Tour very oon 
as the favorites. 

These letters came sometimes on plain sta- 
tionery and at other times on stationery 
marked with a monogram of the initials 
H. T. P.,“ sometimes on note paper of the 
Century club, or Columbia university, or of 
prominent hotels in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, or wherever else the writer may have 
been traveling. 

In one of the last letters Miss Quinn re- 
ceived H.“ takes exception to being called 
a Vampire by her. 


Protest at Name Vampire.“ 
Dear Tessie,” he writes, that being a pet 
name which developed some time after the 
romance began, it was a little palling to be 
called a vampire. Yet, after all, I can under- 
stand how you feel. I won't add any more, 
but 1 don't believe that Im a vampire. Life 
is complex. Yours always. H.“ 

Brief but fer vid reads another: 

Darling Esther: You were so’heavenly 
last night. I can feel you still near me, 
and I can scarcely wait till Monday.

How could you suppose that I hadin mind 
what would repel you, or that, if I had, I 
would write of it in that way? I merely 
thought that as so much has happened 
since we have met, and as we would both 
have so much to say that could not well 
be said in a public place, we might go 
away by ourselves and talk everything 
over in a dear, nice way.

HELP FROM WAYMAN, TOO 


Official to Send Beckemeyer to 
‘ Springfield to Testify; Ru- 
mors of New Confessions. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Springfield, III., June 1.—{Specia!.)—Gov, 
Deneen and State’ Attorney Edmund Burke 
will hold a conference tomorrow as the result 
of which the governor may waive his consti- 
tutional privilege, go before the grand jury. 
and take an active part in the big investiga- 
tion of senatorial and jackpot corruption 
being conducted by the state’s attorney. 

This conference will be held as the result of 
an interview with Gov. Deneen printed in 
yesterday's CuicaGo TRIBUN®S, in which he 
asserted his willingness to meet the Sanga- 
mon county prosecutor more than half way 
and give him full advantage of all his own 
extensive knowledge of legislative affairs. 

When the interview was called to Mr. 
Burke's attention he stated that he had no 
doubt that the governor had information of 
value and that he would be giad to have his 
codperation. He said that he would call 
upon the executive at the first opportunity 
to discuss the matter. 

The decision accordingly was made tonight 
to visit the statehouse tomorrow morning 
before taking any further steps in the inves- 
tigation. 


Wayman Offers Support. 

Another evidence of the growing support of 
Burke was given by Mr. Wayman's offer to 
send Representative H. J. C. Beckemeyer to 
Springfield“ tomorrow totestify. Beckemeyer 
will be examined tomorrow afternoon as a 
further preliminary to the examination of 
Representative Charles L. McMackin, who 
comes from the same senatoria! district. The 
first preliminary was the confession of Holst- 
law, the senator from the district. 

Beckemeyer was a member of the house 
committee to which the fish bill,“ which is 
under, fire, was sent during its consideration 
before the house.

Washington, D. C., June 1.—(Special.]— 
The senate committee on privileges and elec- 
tions will hold a meeting next week to con- 
sider the form of resolution to recommend for 
adoption by the senate for an investigation of 
the right of William Lorimer to continue to 
sit as a member of the upper house of con- 
gress. 

This committee received today the resolu- 
tion introduced by Senator Lorimer calling 
for an investigation of the newspaper charges 
made against him. While the senate was 
ordering the references, in accordance with 
the recommendation of Senator Kean of 
New Jersey, chairman of the committee on 
the audit and control of contingent expenses, 
the news arrived that Judge McSurely, in 
Chicago, had overruled the motion to quash 
the indictment against Lee O'Neil Browne, 
This constituted, among those who learned of 
the action taken, another black mark tor 
Lorimer. 

The confession of Senator Holstiaw on the 
same day that Lorimer was declaring his in- 
nocence in the senate and denying that any 
member of the Illinois general assembly had 
been bribed to vote for him unquestionably 
operated to deprive the junior senator of 
what littl sympathy he had created for him- 
self by the pathetic story of his tramp ofa 
quarter of a mile to get a ticket to vote for 
James G. Blaine. 


Committee Wants Full Inquiry. 


Senator Burrows said today that the com- 
mittee on election can take cognizance of the 
newspaper reports against Lorimer, in ac- 
cordance with his request, if it so desires 
The committee feels. however. that this 
might operate to limit the investigation and 
would prefer, in view of the publicity that 
has occurred, to have charges submitted to 
the senate upon which it can base a broad in- 
vestigation. 

Senator Cullom has talked with Senator 
Burrows and has urged him, both for the 
honor of the senate and the state of Iilinois, 
that nothing be left undone to get at the 
whole truth in connection with the bribery 
ot legislators that occurred at Springfield. 
Senator Cullom is detercnined to do whatever 
he can in the interests of pure polities in his 
native state and has mude this clear to his 
colleagues .who have asked him about the 
Lorimer situation.

Railroad Heads Are Accountable. 


“In these several duties these e:-ecutive 
officers are subject to supervision on behalf | 
of the public and the employés ry duly con- 
stituted authorities, the interstate commerce 
commission and the commissions of the sev- 
eral states. In respect to the owners of the 
property and the creditors of the railways, 
they are under supervision by the creditors 
themselves, acting directly through their at- 
torneys and representatives, as provided 
under the laws of the various states and the 
federal government, which in general and 
sometimes specific ways protect them in their 
rights. In short, the railroad officials of the 
country are made fully accountable and re- 
sponsible under the law. 

“If the rates proposed cannot be defended 
they will be leveled down; but I, for one, am 
unwilling to accept. the responsibility and 
accountability required under the law if all 
authority in the making of rates is taken 
away from me. 

“It is argued by some of the gentlemen 
who have joined you in making this appeal 
that class rates are high enough and that itis 
commodity rates which should be advanced. 
In response to this I can state that my own 
judgment is that both class and eommodity 
rates are in many cases too low.“ 

After explaining his reasons for calling 
these rates too low Mr. Delano pointed out 
that the Wabash had ended the year June 30, 
1908, with a deficit of $250,000. below fixed 
charges with the most stringent economy, 
neglecting every expenditure which was not 
demanded by the requirements of safety. 
Also that in the following year the deficit 
was reduced to $150,000 and that the holders 
of the preferred and common stock did not 
receive and have never receiyed since the 
road was organized twenty years ago a dollar 
on their investment.” 


Injunction a Big Surprise. 

An injunction under the Sherman anti- 
trust law came as a complete surprise to the 
railroads, more especially as President Taft 
and ex-President Roosevelt have both ear- 
nestly advocated the legalizing of such 


| traffic dgreements as that by which the west- 


ern rate advances were made. 

Following the conference in the Santa Fe 
office Gardiner Lathrop, general counsel of 
the Santa Fe, said that the railroads have 
no fear that the injunction would be made 
permanent, as there was no other way of 
making equal rates than by conference, but 
that a period of retrenchment would un- 
doubtedly ensue if the railroads were not al- 
lowed to advance their rates. 

The railroad officers were in a quandary 
during most of the day as to what rates 
should be applied. None of the roads having 
headquarters in Chicago had been served 
with copies of the injunction, and some of 
them took the position that until these were 
received the new rates must be charged un- 
der the law. Others decided to apply the 
old rates on the theory that the courts are 
superior to the commission, and that prece- 
dents exist for such action. 

In any event shippers who were charged 
according to the advanced rates will be al- 
lowed to collect a refund on the basis of the 
old rates.

QLD- COAL ‘RATES TO REMAIN 
~ EFFECTIVE UNTIL JULY 28. 


Proposed Advances from TIIinoſs and 
Indiana Minés Postponed as Result cf 
eee in Which Roads Share. 


Advances in the rates on coal from the In- 
diana and Illinois’ mines to Chicago and 
northern Illinois points, which were to have 
gone into effect yesterday, were postponed 
until July 25. This was the result of an ar- 
rangement made with the interstate com- 
merce commission by the railroads in ac- 
cordance with an agreement with the IIII- 
nols railroad and warehouse commission sev- 
eral days ago. 

The Iljinois rates, which averaged 10 cents 
per ton higher than the present rates, apply 
almost entirély to state traffic, but had been 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion because they are used as parts of inter- 
state rates.. When it was agreed to suspend 
the rates pending an investigation by the 
Illinois commission it was necessary to apply 
for a special anthertty from the federal 
board.

Government May Sue 8 Dis- 
solve the Western Trunk 
Line Committee. 


RAISE IN SOME. RATES. 


Hannibal Case Does Not Cover 
All Tariffs Scheduled with 
Commission. 


(BY A STAFF bes ole 

Washington, D. C., June 1 [Special. 
There is reason to believe that the admin- 
istration will not confine ite proceedings to 
restrain the increases in the railroad freight 
rates to the roads which are members of the 
Western Trunk line committee. The inter- 
state commerce commission and ¢he depart- 
ment of justice are investigating Increases 
in rates announced by other roads to aacer- 
tain if the roads are in a combination. It 
so, proceedings will be instituted similar to 
those begun against the twenty-five rall- 
roads belonging to the Western Trunk line 
committee, | 

The combinations said to be under exam- 
imation are: The Transmissouri rate com- 
mittee, the Transcontinental Rate associa- 
tion, the Southwestern Traffic association, 
the Oklahoma and Arkansas conference com- 
mittee, the Southeastern Freight aseocia- 
tion, and the Central Freight association. 

The real scope of the proceedings the attor- 
ney general has begun against the Western 
Trunk line cOmmittee has been overlooked. 
The obtaining of an injunction at Hannibal, 
Mo., to restrain the railroads from putting 
into effect the increases in rates was only 
incidental to the main proceeding. The suit 
the attorney general has filed in St. Louis 
seeks the dissolution of the Western Trunk 
line committee, the medium through which 
the twenty-five roads have made their uni- 
form increases, and indirectly affects similar 
committees and associations throughout the 
country. 


Seeks to Dissolve Committe.. 

The attorney general holds that the West- 
ern Trunk line committee in the matter of 
fixing increased rates is a combination in 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law and 
as such ought to be dissolved. The obtaining 
of the injunction was merely a move to pre- 
vent the increased rates from being levied 
pending the trial of the suit to dissolve the 
committee. 

There is a possibility that the railroads 
may be taken to task on another score. 
Western shippers are charging that the 
roads, in making these increases, had 
violated the general injunction issued by the 
Circuit court in the Transmissouri freight 
case several years ago. If the government 
is successful in its suit to dissolve the West- 
ern Trunk line committee, an attempt may 
be made to punish the railroads for con- 
tempt of this injunction. 

As to the temporary injunction, the attor- 
ney general intends to put it up to the rail- 
roads to show why this injunction should 
not be made permanent. He has availed 
himself of the expediting act to take the 
injunction proceedings automatically from 
the District court before the three judges 
of the Circuit court. He will rest on his 
oars now until the railroads try to show 
why the injunction should be dissolved. 


Some Rates Escape Order. 

Rates of the Western Trunk Line associa- 
tion, which were prevented from becoming 
effective at,midnight last night by the tem- 
porary ‘id Ghotion granted by the United 
States Cfreuit court at Hannibal, Mo., con- 
stitute only a part ot the advances made by 
the-twenty-five western roads. 

The injunction applies only to tariff A 115, 
mentioned in the bili fled by representatives 
of the department of justice. The tariffs filed 
with the interstate commerce commission by 
the Western Trunk Line association, making 
advances in the rates in commodities between 
Chicago and Milwaukee and between Chicago 
and St. Paul, and between St. Paul and east- 
ern destinations on wool are in effect today. 

While these tariffs are not so important as 
those making general advances in commodi- 
ties between Missouri river and Mississippi 
river. transfers, they nevertheless are of a 
considerable concern to. shippers in Western 
Trunk line territory to Atlantic seaboard 
points. The increase in the freight transpor- 
tation of wool from St. Paul to New York and 
Boston is of immense interest as it means a 
flat advance of 10 cents a hundred pounds. 
This increase applies to all western wool pass- 
ing through Minneapolis or St. Paul destined 
to Atlantic tidewater destinations. 


Plan to Contest Suit. 

St. Louis. Mo., June 1.— Within the next two 
days attorneys for the twenty-five western 
railroads temporarily restrained from ad- 
vancing freight rates will meet here to plan 
an answer to the suit. 

The principal ground upon which the gov- 
ernment’s suit will be fought is the cohten- 
tion that there is an agreement among the 
railroads to advance freight rates in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law. If any 
agreement at all is admitted the railroad 
companies will contend that it is legal in 
every respect and that it is necessary because 
of present industrial conditions to protect 
the interests of the general public. 

The fact that the railroads are members of 
the Western Trunk Line committee, an offi- 
cial said, does not indicate that they are in 
an agreement, because the schedule of rates 
promulgated by the Western Trunk Line 
committee is not binding on the different 
members without their express consent. 


Tangle in the Collections, 

It was stated at railroad headquarters that 
the enjoined rates might have been collected 
at distant points today, because rescinding 
orders bed not had time to reach them. The

Failing 
in this, the petition of the government for 
a permanent injunction probably will come 
up on July 5, the date on which the order 
has been made pean. 


RAILROADS VEXED BY ACTION. 

Important railroad interests of the country 
expressed among their friends great disap- 
pointment and extreme vexation over the 
action of the government in enjoining an ad- 
vance in freight rates. After the maugu u- 
tion of the Taft government the president, in 
advising with leading railroad financiers, 
suggested that it would be bad for genera! 
business if railroad labor was to become dis- 
contented. He thought that for the general 
welfare wages of railroad empioyés should 
be raised in order to head off discontent 
among trainmen and labor in general. 

Following the president's wishes, the rail- 
roads have raised wages to the extent, it is 
estimated, of over $50,000,000 a year. It was 
intended all along by the roads that for this 
extra disbursement from profits they would 
be allowed to recoup themselves through an 
inerehse in freight rates. Now, however, 
after having raised wages they find them- 
selves enjoined from raising rates to com- 
pensate them. 

This is serious business from the viewpoint 
of railroad financiers not only because it dis- 
turbe their relations with the president but 
it interferes with their plans in the mainte- 
nance of dividends, the upkeep of the prop- 
erty, and the general flotation of new secu- 
rities. 


REHEARING IN A RATE CASE. 


Commerce Commission Takes Up Pro- 
test of Northwestern Millers 
Against Railroads, 


Washington. D. C., June 1.—Millions of dol- 
lars and tens of thousands of people are in- 
volved in a rate question which the interstate 
commerce commission was called upon to 
consider today when it began a rehearing of 
the oral arguments in the cases of W. J. 
Jennison and other northwestern millers 
against practically all the railroads which 
operate eastward from St. Paul and Minhne- 
apolis,

Referring to Roosevelt's comparison te 
tween England in Mgypt and the United 
States in Panama, Hearst says: 

“Buch foolish, frayed, and fraudulent 
phrases dishearten and distress Americans 
ef spirit.. France's work in Egypt can be 
compared with America’s in Panama, but 
Bagiand occupied Egypt upon the false pre- 
tense of temporary government and bas re- 
mained since upon the obvious basis of greed 
and exploitation. 

“The United States is being misrepre- 
sented abroad by a tin soldier, a toy colonel, 
who, although unwilling to submit to disci- 
pline for the few days he served in the army, 
has been forever since trying to inflict mili- 
tary. methods and arbitrary. rule on his own 
people and others.“ % 


Speech Continues as Sensation. . 

Mr. Roosevelt's speech at Guildhall yester- 
day continued today to be the sensation of 
the newspapers throughout the country. 

The editorial comments upon his startling 
utterances concerning British rule in Egypt 
were influenced as a rule by partisanship. 
The Conseryative press defends the conclu- 
sions drawn by the American statesman, 
while the Liberal papers oppose his deduc- 
tions with equal seriousness. 

The Conservatives express their indebted- 
ness to Mr. Roosevelt for directing attention 
to conditions which, although recently em- 
Phasized by Str Eldon Gerst, British agent 
and consul general in Egypt, hitherto had es- 
caped public notice. It is interesting to note 
that Sir Eldon concludes his report on the 
difficulties of the Egyptian situation by say- 
ing: 

“In spite of these difficulties. the only 
sound course, in my opinion, is to persevere 
on the lines laid down—namely: that British 
intervention in the affairs of this country is 
directed to the sole end of introducing and 
maintaining good administration and gradu- 
} ally educating and accustoming the Egyp- 
tfans to carry this on for themselves.“

Galligan Indicted in 1908. 


Galligan, it appears from the records, was 
indicted for sehding the alleged obscene let 
ter through the mails about March 28, 1908, 
to Mrs. Smethers.

RAISES DEPOSIT LIMIT. 


Amendment Places Sum to Be 
Kept in Local Banks at 65 
Per Cent. 


IBT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

‘Washington, D. C., June 1.—{Special.J—A 
postal savings dank bill providing for the 
deposit of the greater part of the funds in 
local banks and for the investment of @ por- 
tion in government bonds wag agreed upon 
tonight by a caucus of the Republican mem- 
bers of the house of atives. 

This victory of the western representatives 
was: followed by an insurgent triumph over 
the regulars, who sought to adopt a gag rule 
for the consideration of the bill. As finally 
determined by the caucus the rules commit- 
tee is instructed to bring in a rule for the 
consideration of the bill, and the temper of 
those present at the caucus tonight gives 
forth a broad hint that the rule must permit 
a wide latitude of debate and amendment. 

The caucus, which was attended by more 
than 100 members of the majority, pledged 
the Republicans to the passage of the bill as 
amended, but no date was set for the con- 
sideration of the measure. 


Changes Made in Bill. 

Almost the entire evening was spent on 
discussion of the section, providing for the 
deposit and reserve of the funds. The Gard- 
ner bill provides that 47%.per cent shall be 
held in local banks, 47% per cent placed at 
the disposal of the trustees for investment in 


permanent reserve in the treasury of the 
United States. 

The Vreeland amendment increasing the 
proportion deposited in local banks to 72% per 
cent and decreasing the bond investment por- 
tion to 22% per cent was defeated. 

Then the Davidson amendment was adopt- 
ed. This provides that 65 par cent of the 
funds shall be held in the local banks and 30 
per cent-placed at the disposal of the trustees 
for bond investment. The president may 
draw out the 65 per cent in the local banks 
for bond investment whenever a national 
emergency exists. 


: 
Regulars Lose Hot Fight. 

After the provisions of the bill had been 
agreed upon the question of means of bring- 
ing it before the house came up and precipi- 
tated a hot dispute between the regulars, led 
by Speaker Cannon, and the insurgents, led 
by Representative Madison of Kansas. The 
regulars wanted the rules committee in- 
structed to bring in a hard and fast rule limit- 
ing debate.

Delays Not Due to Lawyers. 
“Ninety per cent of the proverbial law's 
delays,” says the statement, are due to the 
system under which the law is administefed 
rather than to the intention of the attorneye 
interested in delayed suite or the benefit re- 


sulting to 785 side from delays. As a mat - 


ter of fact, it is to everybody's interest to 
have lawsuits quickly and cheaply disposed 
of.” 

The statement goes on to explein that the 
rules of equity are borrowed from the Eng- 
lish chancery courts and that most of them 
have celebrated their centennial. Progress 
of equity cases in the federal courts is char- 
acterized as “a slow and tedious process, 
and one which is “a scandal to our juris- 
prudence.”

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The Noble guard. unlike the Swi rd 
and the Palatine guard of the pope, ts af eth 
tively modern origin. It was instituted on 
May 11, 1801, by Pius VII., to take the place 
of the so-called Cavalleggieri, who were abo}- 
ished by the French republic when its armies 
seized Rome in 1798. The Cavalleggieri had 
been in existance since the reign. of Leo X. 
The Noble guard of the pope were designed 
at the time of the creation of the regiment 
to serve as his principal bodyguard, and more 
especially to act as his mounted escort when 
hé drove through the streets of Rome. Un- 
til the overthrow-of the temporal sovereignty 
in 1870 it was a mounted corps. But since 
that: time its horses have been done away 
with, and, although its members: still wear 
the breeches, big jackboots, and spurs of the 
oa valryman, there are many ot them who 
have never straddled a horse in their life. 
Their duties nowadays are almost exclusive- 
ly ornamental, the actual guarding being 
done by the Swiss guard, which dates back 
as far as the days of Michael Angelo, who 
denigned its queer medieval uniform. 

— 


Still, the Noble guard make a brave show 
an all state occasions, and there are several 
who are always on duty in the ante-cham- 
bers of the holy father and in attendance 
upon him when he appears at any ceremony 
or When he takes his daily aifing in the 
grounds of the Vatican. In its inception it 
was ‘decided to restrict the Noble guard ex- 
clusively to scions ‘of the patrician families 
of Rome—that is to say, of families whose 
names figure in the golden book of Rome,

But this was found im- 
practicable, and nowadays men are admitted 
to the Noble guard whose nobility is of re- 
cent origin.

Sicilians love jewelry. Jewelry stores are as 
common as barber shops. A man, apparently, 
is rated in accordance with the size of his dia- 
mond finger rings. Even the poorest people are 
proud of their few pieces of jewelry. The i- 
cilian loves to go well shod and his cap or hat 
is always clean and neat. 


Bathing Little Known. . 


As in certain other respects, he is more par- 
ticular about outward than inward show. Wa- 
ter ig Of value for cooking purposes. As a bev- 
erage, he prefers wine. With the aid of a bar- 
ber his face generally looks clean; his hands, 
not so often. The average Sicilian never bathes. 

There is some excuse for unfamiliarity with 
the bathtub of the Balkan peasant. There is 
even great excuse in many of the hill towns of 
Sicily, where municipal water is expensive and 
the water used for cooking must be carried up 
steep hijls. But bathing, as ah institution, was 


known through Italy and Sicily, where remains 
of public baths exist. In Pompeli there were 
even baths for se vants. 

It is not easy to make a general statement 
which will do justice to the house Ute of the 
Sicilians. Here, as in the case of his clothing, 
he es a fairly good ottward appearance. 
Externally, his house is plain, generally with- 
out either ornament or whitewash.

ene the house of the emigrant is of one 
room, scantily furnished, usually in confusion 
and almost always dirty.

Nevertheless 
those present witnessed one of the -finest 
struggles in the history of the famous race, 
Lemberg just winning on the post from Lord 
Villiers’ Greenback, which carried a whole 
lot of American money. No one seemed to 
know where it came from, but some two 
hours before the race the tip went around the 
American circle to back Greenback.

„ Bvanescent things like bonds, stocks, and 
mortgages cannot be reached. The only way 
to secure results in this field seems to be 
through the classification suggested—mu- 
nicipal bonds should not be taxed, nor mort- 
gages, because it is double taxation, but a 
light tax like that in New York is practicable 
and the things that now move away as tax 
day comes will remain at home.” 


GOOD SHOWING BY TREASURY 
IN ITS OPERATIONS FOR MAY. 


Excess of $3,428,712 of Ordinary Re- 
ceipts Over Ordinary Disbursements 
—Canal Figures Are Not Included. 


Washington, D. G., June 1.—An excess of 
$3,428,712 of ordinary receipts over ordinary 
disbursements were the results of the treas- 
ury operations for the month of May. These 
figures, however, do not include the disburse- 
ments on account of the Panama canal nor 
the public debt transactions. The canal dis- 
bursements for May were $8,967,064, a con- 
siderable increase over those of the previous 
month. May customs receipts showed a fall- 
ing off, but those from internal revenue con- 
tinued to grow, 80 that now they are $20,- 
000,000 more than at this time jest year. 

The deficit for 1910, exclusive of the Pana- 
ma canal account, is $18,275,110, as against 
$69,725,946 up to the same period in 1909. 
This year $81,207,884 has been spent on the 
canal. The treasury working balance, the 
Officials say, holds up well.

When Rogers 
returned to the courtroom with the grocefies 
he was placed on the stand and testified that 
he bought one pound of the cheapest grade 
of bacon in Johnson's store and paid 28 cents 
for it. 


Grocer May Be Recalled. 
The gtocer left the courtroom before Rog- 
ers returned from the store. Attorney Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, representing the firemen, 
said Johnson probably will be revalied today 
to explain. 
Among the articles the grocer said are 
cheaper now than In 1907 are canned goods, 
old potatoes, and rice. He admitted that 
soap, cereals, and other “original pack- 
age goods are reduced in size, though sell- 
ing at the same price as in 1907.
